Placing in the seventh-place game 
in the NJCAA Division 1 Women's 
National Championship, the Lady 
V arriors shot just 28,8 percent from 
;be floor and 40 percent from the free- 
- throw line Saturday 
' in losing 58-48 to the 
College of Southern 
Idaho, 

ECCC finished 31- 
4 and placed eighth 
in the country for 
Region 23 T s best 
showing of the 2000s. 

The 31 wins are a 
school record. Sat¬ 
urday's 48 points are Hodge 
a season low. 

Tiie Lady Warriors made just 19- 
oiSti field goal tries and were 4-of-lu at 
the tree-throw line. CSI held a 46-3.9, 
advantage on the boards and shot 40,7 
percent (22-of-54) from the floor and 
90 percent (9-of-lG) from the line, i 
"As many shots that were missed, 
there were definitely going to be some 
rebounds,” ECCC head coach-Brad 
Hodge said. "But if .you. shoot 28 per¬ 
cent for the game and 4(1 percent., at 
the free-thruw line, you don't deserve 

to win. . * 

“We were fortunate it was four 
points with 45 seconds left. We just 
didn’t capitalize on our opportunities. 
The problem is we just can’t simulate 
6-foot-5 (Denisa Svarova) and fi-foot-6 
(Lenka Zimova) inside. 

"They packed that zone in and we 
couldn’t knock down some open 3- 
point shots when we needed to. That 
rint gets a little tighter when that hap- 
pens." 

Southern Idaho's Meliame Halaufia 
scored the game’s first four points and 
the Lady Warriors chased the Golden 
Eagles the rest of the afternoon. 

CSI, 29-7, held a 10-3 advantage five 
minutes into the game. 

ECCC closed to within 10-8 on a 3- 
puinter from Kim Cox with 14:44 to go 
in the half and a driving layup by Cox

CSI went up 45-34 on a 3- 
pointer from Zimova with 9:07 
left in the game. 

ECCC closed to within 45- 
38 on a basket from Rita Bkden 
and a steal and layup by Cox 
with 7:49 to go. 

The Golden Eagles pulled 
out to their biggest lead of the 
game at 52*34 on a 3-pointer 
from Andrea Sivakova of Slo¬ 
vakia with 3:51 showing, ECCC 
went scoreless for four min¬ 
utes, 46 seconds until Bender 
made a free throw with 3:03 
left.

Various honors were recently 
presented to former East Central 
Community College coach Lucille 
Wood in recognition of her 43 
years of service to community/ 
junior college athletics. 

Wood, who continues to serve 
as physical education and educa¬ 
tional instructor at East Central, 
recently completed a 10-year 
tenure as Region 23 (Mississippi - 
Louisiana I director for women 
athletics. 

She was honored for her ser¬ 
vice by region coaches and athlet¬ 
ic directors who presented her 
with an official National Junior 
College Athletic Association 
Region Directors' pendant and 
necklace at the annual Mississip¬ 
pi Coaches' Clinic earlier in Jack- 
son. 

And. she was recognized at the 
recent NJCAA meeting in 
Phoenix, Ariz..., where she was 
presented a plaque “in apprecia¬ 
tion for many years of devoted 
leadership in the NJCAA.” 

In addition, the Women's Divi¬ 
sion presented her with an auto¬ 
graphed softball signed by all 
Associ ation mem l>ers. 

The NJCAA honored Coach 
Wood in 1990 by presenting her 
with a Certificate of Service 
award, awarded to only 
recipients from throughout the 


nation on an annual basis. 

Wood was also presented a 
plaque of appreciation from soft- 
ball and basketball coaches at 
the Region 23 softball and bas¬ 
ketball tournaments held last 
spring. 

Wood, a longtime women's 
basketball and women and men’s 
tennis coach at East Central and 
Copiah-Lincoln community col¬ 
leges, is credited with being a 
leader in helping provide women 
the opportunity to participate in 
varsity sports and receive schol¬ 
arships. 

In 1953-54, while coaching 
tennis at Co-Lin, Wood, along 
w r ith Rill Oaks of Hinds Commu¬ 
nity College, and Curtis Davis of 
Gulf Coast, established the first 
juco tennis organization for the 
state. She joined the ECCC staff 
in 1956, 

Wood served as president of 
the State Women Coaches* Asso¬ 
ciation in 1975, the first year bas¬ 
ketball scholarships were award¬ 
ed to women and the sport w r as 
recognized by the Mississippi 
Cnmmunity/Junior College Asso¬ 
ciation, 

She coached the first women’s 
All-Star basketball game in 1977- 
78 and was chosen “Coach of the 
Year" in 1978-79 by the Missis- . 
sippi Association of Coaches. 


She served on the NJCAA 
Tennis, Track and Field Commit¬ 
tee and was chairperson of the 
All-American Committee for 
numerous years. 

For EMght years she was chair¬ 
person of the Slow-Pitch Softball 
Committee, during which time 
she represented the NJCAA at 
the National Softball Tourna¬ 
ment and headed the All-Ameri¬ 
can Committee for Softball, 

In recognition of Wood's suc¬ 
cessful career as coach and play¬ 
er at East Central, she was 
inducted into the college's Athlet¬ 
ic Hall of Fame in 1986. 

The Brackeen-Wood physical 
education building on the 
Decatur campus is named in her 
honor and former ECCC All- 
American basketball player Den¬ 
ver Braekeen. 

A Louisville native. Wood ss a 
graduate of East Central Com¬ 
munity College and the Universi¬ 
ty of Southern Mississippi, where 
she received bachelor's and mas¬ 
ter's degrees. She completed 
additional studies at the Univer¬ 
sity of Mississippi, Mississippi 
State University and USM, 
Woods successor as Region 23 
director for Women Athletics is 
Katie Herrington, women's bas¬ 
ketball coach at Jones County 
Junior College.

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I signed 1 up because I thought it would be fun, and I 
wanted to learn more about basketball than I already 
knew. 

When we got to camp (you had to ride in your own 
cars) we all got unpacked and then later that afternoon 
we got a key to our dorm. At 6:30 that night we had a 
meeting, and then later on that night we had devotion. 
We were supposed to be in bed by 11:00, but some nights 
they checked rooms at 10:30 or 11:00. 

That morning we woke up at 6:30 or 7:00 and went to 
eat breakfast. When we got back from breakfast we 
rested for about 30 minutes and then we went to do some 
stretches and praticed basketball awhile at the new 
gym until 11:30. Then at 12:00 we ate lunch. Then, we 
got an hour break or longer. After our break we went 
and practiced again. They put us on teams to play on 
every night. That night we had devotion, and had it 
every night. Everybody went to bed pretty early that 
night. 

The next day we went through the same procedures, 
but that night we had a game and was going to have one 
every night. Before devotion Tuesday night we went to 
get some ice cream at a little stand down the road. We 
went through this every day except Wednesday and 
Thursday. Wednesday we had a talent show, and Thurs¬ 
day we started individual events. Then that night we 
went to the ice cream stand again. 

Friday we ate breakfast then we played our last game 
that morning at 10:30. Friday afternoon we had playoffs 
in the individual events, then they gave out ribbons and 
trophies. 

All 95 girls enjoyed it and the reasons they did is stay¬ 



ing up late and running down the halls during the night, 
just being with all these people that you don’t even 
know, but at the end you know every one of them. That 
was fun. 

One day a lady took pictures of at) the teams 
representing each school. There were 6 different schools 
there. Everyday we shot 10 free shots and it was really 
fun only shooting 10 of them and only making 2 or 3. The 
highest made out of 10 was 9. It was reallv fun, and you 
learned a lot. *

Wood coached tennis at E.CJ.C, for 
over 20 years. She was able to take 
students with little or no tennis 
training and compete in the junior 
college league. She produced state 
champions one time in doubles and 
four times in singles. Between the 
years of 1970 and 1985 , 21 of her 
basketball players were chosen All- 
State, A11-Region, and-or AIL 
American teams. 


Other athletic leadership roles 
include serving on the National 


Year. That same year she was a top 
20 finalist for National Junior Coach 
of the Year. 

The 1986 Hall of Fame inductee 
has excelled in numerous 
professional endeavors outside the 
athletic arena. She is currently 
serving as President of the E.C.J.C, 
Faculty Club for the second time. 
She has served as President of the 
E.C.J.C, Alumni Association and 
was chosen as the Alumnus of the 
Year in 1964. 

Wood is listed in Who’s Who In the 
South and Southwest and Who’s Who 
of American Women. She has been a 
member of Delta Kappa Gamma 
Society International since 1962. 

A former player of Coach Wood, 
now a coach in a Mississippi high 
school, summed up Wood’s con¬ 
tributions in this way: "Lucille 
Wood certainly has the credentials, 
both as an athlete and a coach, to 
make her deserving of this honor. 
But winning alone in sports is of 
little value if a player does not learn 
to give unselfishly of herself, to help 
others, and to contribute to society. 
These qualities have always been 
instilled by this great coach into her 
players and students.”

Emergency funds raised by a community in less than a week was the last means a Mississippi 
junior college women's basketball team had in order to play in tins week's NJCAA tournament 
at the Bicentennial Center. 

The small community of Decatur and some of the surrounding counties gave more than $9,000 
— with money still pouring in -- to pay for the East Central Warriors' trip to the national 
tournament. 

It's an exciting thing for the community, said East Central coach and athletic director Sammy 
Pace. After all, it has been seven years since the team played in the national tournament. 

National championship competition is a rarity for the school's athletic teams in general. They've 
been to only one football bowl game in Georgia and two NJCAA tournaments in the past 
decade. 

So, the morning of March 9, the day after the women won the Region 23 basketball 
tournament in Clinton, Miss., the school was in a rush to find money for the unexpected 


The Family comes through 

Pace called the area surrounding the college the East Central Family because of the support it receives from the 
community'. 

"It is just a great college community," he said. 

Within a day of planning the fund-raiser, half of the $12,300 needed was raised. Within two days, about $8,000 was in 
the bag. At that point. Pace said, the school's president gave the go-ahead: the money would be there. 

Individuals gave $500, $1,000 and $2,500 dollar contributions. 

Raising $12,000 in a short time, in a town of only 12,000 and a five-county' district which is relatively rural -- with no 
other town of more than 6,500 people - is quite a feat, said Larry Hogue, vice president for foundation and alumni 
relations.

The burdens of success 

East Centra] wasn’t the only team forced to scrape up funds for unexpected trips. 

Western Nebraska Community College in Scottsbluff, Neb., shifted around some funds and sent their men and 
women’s basketball teams on the same bus to their respective national tournaments in Hutchinson and Salma to save 
money. Not only did the men and women's basketball teams this year qualify for a national tournament but so did the 
school's volleyball team. 

"We didn't do that much fund-raising," Jill McFarland, an official in the public relations department at Nebraska 
Western said. "We simply swallowed real hard and said, 'Oh crumb.’" 

She said the community' college was hurting for money, because it never expected to have three teams go to national 
tournaments. But while it did have a few' unsolicited donations, totaling only a few hundred dollars, it didn't raise money. 

Other teams, such as Tyler (Texas) Junior College, had championship funds set aside from the beginning. 

"The (athletic director) set aside a championship fund, so if some teams make it to the championship, we have the 
money," said Trenia Till is, head coach of the Tyler women's team. 

Thanks for the dough 

In Decatur, there will be an appreciation dinner for those who contributed to the women's tnp w'hen the team gets back. 

Mike Goodwin, owner and general manager of WSSE 98 FM radio in Carthage. Miss., broadcasts East Central's 
football and men and women's basketball games. Goodwin made it his business to drum up cash and pledges from the 
community for the team's trip. Why 9 " 'Cause I love girls basketball," Goodwin answered simply. 

Goodwin said he had no problems finding sponsors to pay for his tnp to Salma to cover the team's performance. He 
said in his 13 years broadcasting in the community, he hasn't had trouble finding sponsors to cover any of the junior 
college's games. 

Part of the reason for the community' support for the women's basketball team is because of Pace's good rapport with 
the "East Central family." The other part is "we have a core of people that w ; e can call on for almost anything,"

Seward entered the con¬ 
test 33-0 and ranked No. 1 in 
the NJCAA, while Indepen¬ 
dence was 31-1 before losing 
in the semifinals. 

Seward had pommeled 
Cloud County by 43 and 21 
points during the regular 
season. In a similar scenario. 
ECCC had lost by 23 and 30 
to Co-Lin in regular-season 
action before beating the 
Lady Wolves in the regional. 

“We came down here to 
win," Cloud County coach 
Brett Erkenbrack (261-121, 
12th season) said of the 
regional. “We didn't come 
down here for a good show.

ECCC’s loss to Cloud was pri¬ 
marily due to offensive rebounding 
and free-throw shooting advantages 
by the Thunderbirds.

Lady Warriors face tall order in stopping CAC

SAUNA, Kan, — To 
stay alive in the NJCAA 
Women's National Basket¬ 
ball Championship, the 
Lady Warriors of East 
Central Community Col¬ 
lege will have to 
beat the team that’s 
been to the national 
tournament the 
most times and has 
the most wins in it. 

The Central Ari¬ 
zona College 

Vaqueras are mak¬ 
ing their 21st 
appearance in the 
national tourna¬ 
ment. 

They won in 
1989 and 1998* finished 
second in 1999, and placed 
third in 1997, They were 
sixth last year. 

ECCC and Central Ari¬ 
zona tangle in today’s con¬ 
solation bracket at 10 a.m. 
The game may be heard on 
98*3 FM, WSSI-Carthage. 

The Vaqueras, who were 
the No. 2 seed entering 
this year’s tournament, 
were giving up just 49 
oints per game before 
uesday’s stunning 58-55 
loss to Cincinnati (Ohio) 
State in which they blew a 
13-point lead over the final 
12 minutes. 

Central Arizona shot 
just 27.8 percent (22-of-79) 
from the floor in the loss 
and was a dismal l-of-16 
(6.25 percent) from 3-point 
range. 

“Don’t ask me who that 


was today,” Central Ari¬ 
zona coach Lin Laursen 
said following the loss, 
Laursen (744*125) is in her 
30th season with the 
Vaqueras* 

The 22-6 Lady Warriors 
will face a tall order in the 
29-3 Vaqueras. Of the 11 
players on 

Laursen’s roster, 
seven are at least 
six feet tall. 

Hanna 
Statsenka is a 6- 
foot-5 sophomore 
from Minsk, 
Bulua, while 
Tiffany Diggins 
(7,8 ppg, 4/7 rpg) 
is a 6-foot-4 sopho¬ 
more from Des 
Moines, Wash, 

Statsenka, however, has 
not played in the last two 
months. 

Throw in 6-foot-2 Cathy 
Tommaney (6,6 ppg, 2.2 
rpg)* 6-foot-l Nakia 
Holmes (9.8 ppg, 8.3 rpg), 
6-foot Felecia Pitts (6.2 
ppg, 5.9 rpg), 6-foot Shala 
Reese (13.0 ppg, 10.3 rpg), 
and 6-foot Katy Wilson for 
good measure. 

Ida Dotson, a 5-foot-8 
guard, leads the team in 
scoring with 15,7 ppg. 
KeKe St rambler adds 14.8 
ppg and 5,3 rpg. Maria 
Eriksson averages 6.9 ppg. 

“They have their big 
ones and then they have 
their large ones,” ECCC 
head coach Sammy Pace 
said. “If one of the big girls 
is not playing very good, 
they just take her out and 
put in one of the large 


ones.” 

The Vaqueras 1 victims 
during the regular season 
include South Mountain 
(100-33 and 100-32). Glen¬ 
dale (90*57), Mesa (80-44), 
Pima (83-28 and 69-29), 
Kilgore, Texas, (88-501, 
Cochise (89-34), Scottsdale 
(81-37), Northland Pioneer 
(78-40), and Phoenix (81* 
54), 

Obviously, there’s no 
rest for the weary. 

“I think our quarter of 
the bracket is the toughest 
quarter in the whole tour¬ 
nament," Pace said. “In all 
of the others, you've got 
one team that’s pretty 
dang good, but then you’ve 
got several that’s very 
good. In ours, they’re all 
tough," 

Only four of the 11 
Vaqueras are from Ari¬ 
zonans that state doesn’t 
bind itself to the same dis¬ 
trict limitations MACJC 
members do. Two are from 
Texas, two from Washing¬ 
ton, one from Oregon, and 
two are from other coun¬ 
tries. 

On the other hand, 
ECCC has just two active 
players from outside the 
Magnolia State. 

“They can spread out all 
over the United States if 
they want to," Pace said. “I 
don’t know why we 
wouldn’t call this Western 
United States instead of 
Central Arizona. I think 
that would be a more 
appropriate name for their 
school, 

“But we’re East Central 


Mississippi and were 
proud to be that, We rt* 
going to come in here and 
just play as hard as we 
can, 

“We’ve had a lot of folks 
tell us how hard we played 
(against Cloud County 
and how they enjoyed 
watching the team play 
Even people from Cloud 
County came up to us and 
said we’ve got a really 
good ballclub. That makes 
us Feel good. 

“Somebody had to lose 
and now we’re going to 
play this other one and see 
what happens.” 

ECCC and Central Ari¬ 
zona met in the 1994 
national tournament with 
the Vaqueras taking a 78- 
71 opening-round win. The 
*94 Lady Warriors went on 
to finish seventh that year, 
beating Casper (Wyo.) 65- 
58, T ruett-McConnell 
(Ga.), and Independence 
(Kan.) 71*62, 

“I thought the reason 
we didn’t do good against 
them then was we had 
some people that were ner¬ 
vous because it was the 
national tournament,” 
Pace said. “I feel like 
maybe that was the case 
with our situation with 
Cloud County the other 
night. 

“I feel like if we can stop 
some things that they are 
doing, which is going to be 
hard to do, then we’ve got 
a good shot.”
